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NATURE IN BALANCE' IS 
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Onk LIVE HAWK means millions of dead crop-eating bugs, yet it is 
not the hawk that eats them. The hawk stands at the top of a food chain that 
helps keep nature in balance. For example, if all the hawks in this chain were killed, the 
warblers would increase unchecked and eat more than their share of 
spiders. With no spiders to keep them in check, the aphids would be left 
in control of our crops. 


Before killing what may appear 
think of what it means to you. Remember, 
nature in balance is nature unspoiled. 
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
